did ch2 go0d people of the Nativa enozve, and failened 
their expcRations (and thovg't they lied firmely anchores) 
apon their endeavents's bur alas, the fourduion proved 
ſandy, our Ship :ofTed rip and down,coutd ind no harbenr : 
and poor lick England grew lick of ihe cure, ard werry of 

her Phyf1:12n, 
Hew fer ihe cffence tiken ecainſt 15 then Seratort, vas 
jut or niju} , I ſhail not gow m:lie Enquiry ; ©; how far 
A 2 they 
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they f-llowed their own wills, and pnrſued their own ends 
more th:p the deſires and wellfares of them who entruiied 
them with their power, 1 ſhall not here determine,knowing 
how many ſevere judges there were, and are of their aCti« 
ons, But true it is> that after much blood and creaſure pile, 
the King and the cemmon Enemy corquered, anda change 
made inthe form of Government,a nz;w Image and ſnperſcri- 
pcion pur npon it which was a matter of great concernment 
to the three Nations, molt men grew unſatisfied, To ware 
the complaints and on:cries of (uch as unjaſtly complained) 
viz, of ſuch as cannct be pleaſed nnleſs orhers be cruſhed ; 
whoſe deſires, hopes, endeavours ard ends are varions and 
contrary, and (lo arc their welfares ; for which way ſoever 
the (cale turns, a conſiderable part ſinks, eroanes, and com- 
plains of the oppreſſion, Tyranny end hardſhip which they 
und-rco by the eaſe and exalcation of others 3 As if there 
Were no common good , where all honeſt intereſts mighe 
meet ; No ſyperiority ,digniry for ſome, without ſlavery and 
contempt for Othees, Mult one mans reaſon become another 
m1ns rule, or arme him to defiroy him? Had we more true 
wiſedoms amonett ns, contrariety wonld be better ordered, 
that it mi:h: no longer harſhly jarre , bur make up a ſweer 


Harmony, Many, even too many complain of unrighteouſe 


neſs a>road, yer conſider not how they nouriſh , cheriſh, 
duvg, and water the root thereof in themſelves ; and are un- 
rizh:eous, ip judging others for unrighteonſneſs. Can ſuch 
men expect, thar God ſhould make their ſuperiors juſt ro- 
wards them in their atings, whileſt they are ſo unjalt in the 
interpretation of their aK1ngs? Or, 1s it not conſentaneous 
to Juſtice and Equity, that every man in his curn and ſ(ea- 
ſon fhould meet with ther force, oppreflion, and injulice, 
which he in his delice, rezon and jad: ment hath meaſured 
Out to Other ? 

 Weving,I ſay, the comp'aints of ſuch men, let us not ſhur 
cur Eirs to the complaints , to the fears and jealouſies of 
the 2054 reople, who willingly ſerved the Pariiament,and 
freely cf:red up their Lives , BlooJ and Etlates, for them 
and che Cau'e , who afrer the expence of their Lives, Blood 
and Treazſace > grow j:alons of their new.creted Gover« 


menc

ment, and could but expeR and deſire,that they ſhonld give 
the people ſecuricy ; that this new mold of Goverment 
Ghould not prove as burdeniome, tyrannical and oppreſſive 
as the former, For wiſe men ſaw chat multicude ct affairs, 
and prolixity of theic motions, were like co cat up the 
benefic of the Parliament, and ſwallow up their credic with 
the people, Whiletlt chey tired both themlelves and the 
people ; they complained of their work, and che people 
complain:d of their burthens 2: the work grew npcn them, 
and the bucdeas Rill lay npon taepeople, The acterdance, 
the ſeekivg, waiting for relief, cat up the {weetneis of that 
which the people ger from them. Oh how conld che people 
be pleaſed with theſe their ations? Whileſt their groanes 
and complaints nader their affliAions , pierced nor heir 
ears and hearts, thongh their conſciences conld nor bur tell 
them, that they onght to have eaſed chem of their preflares, 

Here, 200d people, may yon behold the beginning of our 
backſlidivg and Apoſtaly : for whilſt the ſpirits of moſt men 
were elevated, with contempt and diſdain of their then roo 
lofry Senators, whom a lictle before,they had in much awe 
and reverence; The Grandees of the Army ( whether in- 
trending to advance the good Old Cauſe, or their own for- 
runes, I know not) pur a period tOtheir lirting. Bur mark 
wiar followed : the contempt of the people towards that 
famons Parliament, gave opportunity to aſpiring avd ambi- 
tious ſpirice, to bring abont their own defigns, and tomake 
the good O!d ( A&1fe, and her Servants, 4s a bawd and her 

anders to cover and obſcure their whoring after honour 
and Kingly dignity ; ſo that by thi; means the late diverted 
ficeam, was almot bronzht into 1ts former chanel of Mo- 
narchy ; and the good O14 Cauſe, nor only negleRed, bur 
reprozched and dznyed ; and ſuch as continned faithful ro 
the ſame, became the moli contemptible of mankind, 

Thns 6id the common Enemy gain advantage over the 
092d people, and the good O.d Canie, till they were even 
upon the brink of defirnRion:& ready to be reat & torn by 
their havgry & greedy juws, and (wallow?d into their end- 
leſs gut of malice, Till che Army were awakened from their 


dronzy and careleſs ſecuricy , and in tenderneſs to their 
ewakened 
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awakened conſciences » Or to their own welfare and ſecu- 
ricy ( which had got wivg > and was flying from them ;) 
rook courtee tout comn che Sncker, Which ctherwi.c in a 
ſhore tim: had growa 4; hizh as the former lofty Cedar, 
from waoſe roo ic ſprarg ; and roeviderce (in parc) their 
repentance, called that famous Parjtament, w:o 15h had 
changed ihs Govermenc from Kingly roz Cummonwealth, 

Thus (tands the Eitate of this Commonwealth, we bope 
freed from Monarchy, and deiivered trom her Ariſtocraticsl 
Ape: and that the foundation of Democracie may be firmly 
laid, and our State free indeed,cive me leave to cff:cra word 
or two to the Peoplegto the Parliament,:o the Arm-,1 hope 
I may mike bold ro begin with the people , the grenvd)s 
ro0t , and foundation of ail power , whoſe repreſ:n:acives 
Parlizmer:ts arc, who are cntruited with the peoples Liver, 
{iberties and Eftaces as F-offees in truſt ; as Steward: or 
Servants, nor Loids, ncr noyounded and enlimited Ma- 
fiers, Tortbe good people, whonave :dhered cothe good 
O:d Can'e.who have been in{irumentai ro bring the Nation 
cut of irs E:ypilan, Mcnarchical bontage, & have Continued 
faichſa! ro this day, I fay, that by yen are ard ong' t Parlia- 
ments to be conſiitnted; or yor,yonr Intere{(t,: cur ends,and 
tro ſni'fill your imentions, cughe they ro a: and as they 
r-ceive their being , ſo ou2ht thiey ro be bounded by you :; 
Ti:er-fore in al] tumility, I offer theſe things to the ſerious 
conſideration of the good p2opie, 

Fir?, that you would ail vnznimouſl! declare from every 
Corner of the Nitin, that th» Leviſhiive power liech in 
you , 20d in your repreſen:atives , by yen Legally choſen, 
whom ycn hzye encruſted with this power , BI entailed ir 
u50n chem 2nd their heres for ever; and forihigend, and 
no other,thar the: 24 and as your wills and nor theirown, 

2, Tan you world all with ons conſent d:clare whar 
your wills are, and what are the opprefiinns you groan un» 
d:r ; thar the Parlizment may know wha: rhey onpht co do; 
and if they nezle&, he I:fr without excule, 

3. That your craft he not abuſed,nor the power you have 
civentothe Parlizment (inlicad of preſerving your liberties) 
made uſe of co infringe them ; And that the priviledzes cf

Parliament ſwallow not up your rights and Liberties, which 
they onght to defend and mainrain ; that you would with 
one heart endeavour » that there may be ſume beunds and 
Limits ſet before the Parliament, beyoad whica they nughe 
not CO paſs: Let there be ſome (tanding Priviledges, Princie 
ples of Reaxſon,or Rules of Law extant, whereco any perſon 
donbting , mizht addreſs himſelf for fatisfa&ion, and to 
which the a&ions and a: of Pariiament cnghr exafly to 
anſwer, | 

To che Parliament I ſay,O char yon would be wonderous 


watchful over your ſelves.and wary in the managing of yours 


and che peoples affairs : for there is a far ſeyerer Eye upon 
you now, then formerly. Labour co be faichful Stewards 1n 
that which the people hath entruſted you wich, You have 
(and that juſtly coo) blamed your predeceflors for unju- 
{tice, and yon have ſeen the Judgment of God follow chem ; 
you have been allo ſenſible of your own nvjuttice> and the 
Judgment of God upon you, in ſo much that (after you had 
been owned by the good people, had in reverence , awe 
love, eſteem, and fear of all) yon became ſuddenly a ſcorn, 
and reproach. to all ſorts of people, and inconciufion, caſt 
oat With ſcorn & reproach;ſcarce one among all your friends 
that had one drachm of pitty for you. You have ſince ſeen 
the Judgnent of God fall npon your intercuptors, for heir 
unrighteouſneſs and urjntice ; And the Lord hath been ſo 
merciful to you, as to ſet you once more in a capacity to act 
for the peoples good. Which if you do, O how will good 
men blefle God for you, and Chronologize you co poſte- 
rity, and your falihfulneſs ro God and your Country be 
ſzunded forth from one generation to another. On the 
contrary , if you flight che Cauſe of God , and the peopies 
20d; the affzRions of your friends will ſoon decay :; rhe 
preſence of ths Lord will depart from you,and th: Judge- 
m2nt of God, which you alrezdy have had a ſenc2 of, will 
inevitably fall upon you, 

Oh, now conſider what opporiunities you have bad wnze 
yeu now do enjoy to do the people 20nd + do your work 
thr202hly,go to the battome,ler che Nation be free ind2ed ; 
you haye chrewn dywn one pew: for its erbitraryneſs, d9 
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not ſet vp another ; but let a foundation of freedome and 
Righteouineſs be laid; in the laying of which, ſingly eye the 
oood and welfare of the people in general , not particular 

rſons and inrerelts. - 

For the effeQing of which, I conceive three things princi- 
pally to be minded ; The firft, is good Laws ; The ſecond is 
proper & fit hands for rhe executing thoſe Laws; And thirds» 
ly, an exaQ rule or way, whereby cheir hands may be guided 
to a dne and ſpeedy execntion of thoſe Laws, : 

- Let the Laws be bounds of right and Liberty, and deter- 
mine what every man ſhall enjoy for hi; own, what he may 
a& for bimſelf, and what he mnſt a for the Pnblick + Ler 
the Laws be certai, and ſuited to the State of the Nation) 
Let them be clear , and ea'y ro be known by the peo. 
ple, Leſt a fcundation of irjuſiice and miſery lie at the 
bottome, thar they become not Snares totaew Witor it 
ſhould preſerve from enſvaring ; nor give occaſion to can- 
ping and crafty heads, to cruſh and pexpiex the plain, 
hearced, | 

The next thing is execution, wichout which theLaw fignifies 
nothing :it is the life of the Law , without whichgthe Law is 
neither cerronr nor enconragement, Fer the belt Laws are. 
to lictle pnrpoſe>if chey be nor placed into fit hands, forthe 
faithful execution of them : And indeed, we are ſubjeR more 
ro complain, (and have moſt cane ſo to do) concervivg the 
Non-execution of the Laws we have, then the Nom-adGiti- 
ON of the Laws we want, 

After good Laws,and fic hands toexecute them,ic is meee 
thar there be a clear Rule preſcribed to them ther are to 
exectte; leſt being lefc to their own wills inthe decermi- 
ration of things, to follow their own apprehenſions and 
jadgmencs being furniſhed with corrnption, co draw them 
alide, and advantaves of ſecuriry beyond others, (as amthori- 
ty; power, and greatneſs do alwayes afford } they lay an ar- 
bicrary foundation, and reare a Tyrannical Goyernmentr, 
Therefore rhe peoffie are bonnd , in reſpe& to their own 
ſafery, and thoſe they entruſt in matters of Governmenr, 
Firſt, to provide good Laws for themſelves to be governed 
by ; Secondly, due bonnds to keep them-in, who are to 
execute.thoſe Law 8. For *

\ For the making of good —_ LO provide for execution, and 
to keep che exectitors within due bounds , the people bave 
provided workmen, and'giyen them authority, viz. towi:,Pare 
Jumencs : they have as yet had bur a flender account of their 
-* Stewardſhip; much do they expe& from this preſent Parlia- 
ment, or a (ir12 account for the breach of truſt,fromevery parci- 
calar member. 

Right hononrable, yon are the Supream Authority, you have 
an extrtordimry powerentrulied you with, for extraordinary 
ends and purpoſes;8 if youdo lafely. apply i:ir may produce ex- 
celienteff:As;bur if ic be extended too far,and ro caſes contrary 
to the good peoples appointment , it will produce a great mi(- 
chief, inltead of a remedy ; for the ereate!i power milapplyed, 
muſt needs be the greateſt oppreſſion, 1 pray you confider,thac 
a Parliament may more ealily Erre, then a King or Ocdivary 
Conncel : for they have or ought to have arule to walk by , but 

at by meer Supremacy, from yenr own determination?, 
where you do bur vote, and it ſhall be ſo, and the people are 
boundrto Rand to it : Therefore if you go ont of the Circumn- 
ference, if you ſtep withour the bonnds of clear Reaſor and 
Juſtice,you do unavoidably make the people Slaves, Therefore 
Ic is mnch co be bewailed, that Parliaments are not bounded, 
that the cruſt repoſed in them, is not clearly known, cliher ro 
the people or to themſelves ; that they have o large a road io 
walk in,thar they may eaGily erre : iy it is almoſt impoſſible for 
them to Walk arighc ; for the heart of man 1s deceitful and 
protie (though he hath a rnle) co bend ic co his miſcarriages 
mach more when he is left co hiz Liberty: ic is ill erufting 
enbomded power ; itis ſo ſharp a cool , it quickly ears up all, 
buc its oWn Soverainty,and hard keeping limced power wi.hin 
ics bounds, Few men there are that know avy thing of them-+ 
ſelves, that are not ſepſible that they have in chem # principle 
to triiflead them; and he thar knows it, and is not willing ro be 
chained op (as a Lion or Wolf is from doing harm) nounſherh 
up. iti himſelf a defire ro be a Tyrant. And che people by calling 
perſons to office, wichonc bounds or limkkacions,and a RRandard 
to meaſure their Aftions by , de careleſly ſow the ſeeds of 
Tyranny, and co their ſorrow too ſoon reap the fraic. 

Thovgh the people of this Nation have been coo neeligent 

of their own ſecurity ; do notyou that are their Repreſents» 
B LLves

tives(1 beſeech you) take an advantage rherear,but put them in 
2 way now; and joyp with the good people that will be ready 
to adviſe with you , thar they may have ſomewhat wherennto 
they might have recourſe in matter of controvetſie' berween 
them and the Parliament, upon whoſe faichinl dil.tarce of eruſt 
the welfare of the people doth depend, & by whoſe care they 
may be {er and preſerved in a flonriſhivg conattion : when on 
the contrary they may eafily be impoveriſhed and erfl:yed. E- 
quity allows, wiſdom and feif-preſervation teacheth all ro look 
afcer the managing of their cruft, and have ſatisfaRtion whether 
it be manaecd faichfnlly, [peedily and carefully for their advan 
tage. How ſhall the people know this? how can they be la- 
tisfied,if ary controvertte ariſe abont it ? and how canycu gain- 
ſay , when the people charge you with flighting and betraying 
your trult, and ſwallowing up their Rights and Liberties by 
your Priviledges ? how will ic be decid:d , whether the re- 
proaches calt upon you by the people; be true or falſe ; or whe- 
ther you have faithfully diſcharged your eralt, or betrayed it, if 
there be nor fome ſtanding priviledges andRules of Law extant) 
to which the peopie may have reconrle for ſatisfaction ? The 
Want of chis, withouc doubr, was the bottom root of all onr 
dittnrbances and diftrations, The want of this made the 
caſe between this preſent Parliament and the late Kiog fo diffi. 
culc : you charged him with violating the Laws, and extending 
his Pcerogatives, even to the extirpating of the priviledges of 
Parliament, and much to the damage and hurt of the people, 
He charged you with overturning the Laws,and extending your 
priviledzes to the hurt both of ſhim and the people, &c. this 
made a great claſhing between thole two great powers ; nei- 
ther had any fandard ro derefmiine which were truly guilty ; 
each juftifie themſelyes,*a5-It is uſttal with men ſo'ro do : for 
want of this ſtandard; the people took parc with one, or with 
the other, ml — Sag | The ſame difference may 
happen between chEPAriliament and People, as did berween 
the King and Parlizment :the people may declare their thoughts 
and minds, that the Parliament doth nor diſcharge their crnfts, 
that they do meddle with chings wich which they were not en- 
rruſted , and negle& har which they were entruſted with;&c, 
and ſo make uſe of an Army to throw them out of the Houſe, 
The Parliamem on the other hand, may juſtifie themſelves, and

ſay, They have been faichful co the people, ran great hazards 
for them, and have denyed themſelves much for the people,zand 
cherefore are ill requiied by them > from whom they deſer- 
ved better things: whac then ?. (hall che Parliament make nſe 
of an Army co (top the peoples mouths, or curb their inſolence? 
or were it not better that there thonld be a ſtandard berween 
them, by which av man,thongh of a mean capacity, might end 
the controverlie? Therefore in all Eumility, I do preſent theſe 


three things to this preſent Parliament, 

Firſt, that you will publiſh ro open view a true meaſure of Parliamentary 
truſt, from rc principles of Law and reaſon ; whereby the members of Par- 
liament may know, wiat they ought to do, and what not to meddle with; 2nd 
the people knuw what tn expe&, what not; when ro complain, and when they 
ought to be filenr, And that theſe principles of reaſon, and rules of Law, may 
be ſo plain, that it may nor be caſy to wreſt it ro the favour of any particular 
perſon : and nor to be abrogarcd by Parliaments, without a general conſent 
of the good people. : 

Secondly, that a Commurtce be appointed by the Parliament, to h:ar all 
perſons, who are capable ot adviſing them , and the Parliament and mcn 
known to be ſenſible of publique dangers, and ready to improve their ut- 


moſt abiliries for the publick good,to adviſe rhem in the framing theſe fun; 


damental principles of reaſon, and rulcs of Law; and that the Parliament : 


will take care that this Commirtr:e may meet at ſuch rimes, and take ſuch 
carc in hearing all addreſſes , thar the perſons attending on them, bc nor 
tired with over-tcdious waiting. | 

Thirdly,thar you will appoint a certain limited time for the fitting of Par- 
liaments, and that they be choſen by the good people, and no others; and 


that inthe interval of Parliament, the Laws may be exccured by a Cour.cel. 


of State, made up with the Members of Parliament of the Peoples ElcQing, 
and that they e very year be removed : And thar eſpecial care may be taken, 
that the work of Parliaments may be diſpatched with-miore eaſe and ſpeed, 
thar their work groiv nor faſter upon th-m,then it can be diſpatched by them, 
By this mcans, rhe ſafcty and proſperity of the people might be preſerved ; 
the Parlizaments priviledges preſerved and maintained , and their perſons 
henoured and reſpe&ed; and al! people fearing the Lord, will haye cauſe to 
bleſs God for y ur fairhfol and honeſt endeavours, and the fruits thercof, 

I cannor paſs by the Army , and take no notice of them , who the Lord 
hath made uſc of to do great and mighty things,in the throwing down of his 
and our Enemies, and freeing us of the Norman yoke, under the prefſure vf 
which we ſo long groancd. Yer dear friends, as we cannot bur love you, ſo 
we dare not bur mind you of your backſliding , lighting the good O'd 
Cauſe, and forgerting your faithful friends, whom (after all our familiarity 
and Godly Society) you have (likeJoſephs Brethren) ſol us to the Iſhmac= 
lices; and truly we might have remained in Fgypt for ever, had not the Lord 
rrovided dangers and neceflities, as ſtrong morives to yo? ro fetch us our, & 
deliver your felves, Yor. ate members of the body , andarc and muſt be

We earneſtly defire you to joyn with the good people of the fe Nations, in 
addreſſing your {elves unto the Parliamear, and afliſting both thcm and the 
people in eſtabliſhing of peace, righteouſneſs, and juſtice among us ; that ag 
WE brave faboured, ſo we may rejoyce together, and reap the fruir of our 1a. 
bours ift peace and tranquillity ; which chat we may do, I make bold alſo tg 
offer three things co you :; 

1. Thar as we have cauſc to bleſs God for the larg- neſs of your power, ſo 
for the preventing of any cvil effects which may be likely to ſpring there- 
from, we deſirhco have, ſee and know a ſtandard, bounds and limits of your 
powet alſo;thatas you onght not to hold up your Sword in vain, ſo thar you 
may fo hold it up, as to hold upthe honeſt intereſt and priviledges, ack of 
Parliaments and People, 

2 . That yoCwill a4viſe with the good people,and joyn with them,and pre- 
{ent roth2 Parliament what may be thought meet, as principles of rcaſon 
and Rules of Law , to be bounds and Limits for future Parliaments ; and 
hcdges and fences for them, you aad us, 

3, And that you will make uſe of your power,only to ſee the fundamental 
principles, and Rules of Reaſon, and Law performed, and be ready to joyn 
with the people,when their Liverries & juſt rights are likely ro be intrin- 

ged;and that you will not without the conſent of the good people,and upon 
apparent breach of the Parliamentary rruſt,intermeddle with their affz;rs,or 
diſturb cheir proceedings: Nor onthe other hand , we defire you nor to att 


. afty thing againſt the people, or any particular perſon, cuntrary to the civil 


Law or Limits ſet to you by Parliament; nor ſuffer any ro be perſecured, whe 
have not tranſgrefſed the Civil Law, intrenched upon the Parliaments Pri- 
viledges, ar fundamental principles,as aforeſaid, . 

This may be uſcful, both in reſpe& of Parliament, People and Army; for 
want of which , all chrec have been drawn to a things difpleaſing to each 
orber,which otherwiſe they would not have done. This is the way to make the 
three parts Sympaherically labour ro build up the body, and to employ the 
power of each,for the good of all. This is a way to take away all occaſions of 
differences, which now continually do ariſe , when every man is leftto his 
own (perhaps misbyaſled) reaſon and judgment , and hath no clear rule to 
guide his eye and thoughts by. This is a triple Cord, which if well woven & 
twiſted, will not eaſily be broken; bur be of great uſe as a fagot-band ro hnld 
the little and great, ſhort and long, and forts and fizes together, | 

Thus far have 1 vented my ſclf, partly for my own , bur principally for 
the publick good,of which I have been along time full,l conczive ir a n2ed- 
full ſubzeAchow well it may be reliſhed or find acceprance,l patiently wait, 
and cheerfully ſubmig,let the Lot be good or.bad : part of my end I have al- 
ready, wiz. the publicatinn thereof :' if ix-find acceprance, be a means to de 
g0o.1;or ſer abler hcads, and deeper brain}, to perform ſomthing which ſhall 
be more excellent, and worthy of publick view, I have my whole end.
